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ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 1) 


The Grand Master presented W.:.Brother Glenn W. Brown, 
Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, who 
delivered the following oration: 

To the Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
WHAT IS RIGHT WITH AMERICA? 


А recent editorial in The Asheville Citizen was headlined "Government 
Distrust Damages America." The editorial went on to state: "The plain fact is 
that too many Americans don't trust their government. Primarily they 
distrust the Federal Government. But that distrust has been extended to 
government at any level. And this lack of confidence in the system and in the 
public officials who make the system work is gravely inhibiting the system to 
operate on a rational level." 


Such distrust damages America. To be sure there are many wrongs and 
problems in our land today and our government has its faults. I would be less 
than candid and honest if I tried to convince you otherwise. Moreover, I do not 
advocate that we bury our heads in the sand in ostrich fashion and become 
oblivious to the problems with which we are faced as this would indeed be 
dangerous. On the other hand, it would be equally catastrophic and hazardous 
for us to major on them. You may ask—what are the pitfalls? 


First, It causes a lack of confidence in and suspicion of each other. Trust is 
thrown tothe wind. Emerson has said: "Trust men and they will be true to you; 
treat them greatly and they will show themselves great." 


Second. It causes us to distrust our government and its leaders. This is a 
primary tactic and aim of a Godless communism. We have been promised by 
one of the late Russian premiers that America will be destroyed—not from 
war—but from within. 


Dr. Menninger, the world famous psychiatrist, said: “Attitudes are more 
important than facts.” How you think about a fact may defeat you before you 
can do anything about it. 


Once when General Stonewall Jackson was planning a daring attack, one of 
his Generals objected and in effect said, “I fear that.” Jackson put his hand on 
the shoulder of his subordinate and said, “General, never take counsel of your 
fears.” 


Third. It breaks the spirit of America. 

The Book of Life supports this in Proverbs 17:22 where we read: “А merry 
heart doeth good like a medicine; but a broken spirit drieth the bones.” An old 
Spanish Maxim states: “He that loseth wealth, loseth much; he that loseth 
friends loseth тоге; but that he that loseth his spirits loseth all.” 


A nation can lose its spirit and mental balance just as can an individual. 
This results in creating corporately an air of despondency, defeatism, 
discouragement and despair. Just as a disease strikes our bodies when our 
resistance is low, so is a nation more susceptible to dangerous outside forces 
and influences when its spirit is broken. 


A 19th Century clergyman by the nameof Charles Simmons said, “Give me 
a positive character, with a positive faith, positive opinions and positive 
actions, though frequently in error, rather than a negative character, witha 
doubting faith, wavering opinions, undecided actions and faintness of heart. 
Something is better than nothing.” 


When I was a boy, there was a popular song that had as its central theme the 
positive approach to life. It included these words: “Accentuate the positive, 
eliminate the negative, and don’t mess with Mr. In-Between.” 


A positive attitude is an energizer! A negative approach de-energizes and 
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saps our strength. And so, one of the cures for the distrust and lack of 
confidence which pervades our American political system and government is 
to look at the positive side of America, or to put it another way, “What is right 
with America?” 


We have a noble and illustrious spiritual heritage to which we can anchor. 
This nation was conceived in the realm of the spirit. 


The hand of God has been very much in evidence in bringing about the 
formation of these United States. Let us remember and underscore that fact. 
His Spirit was moving even before those Early Settlers landed on its shores. 
The discovery of America seems to have been a part of the unfolding of God’s 
plan. In Peter Marshall’s and David Manuel’s book, “The Light and The 
Glory”, the author quotes from Christopher Columbus’s Book of Prophecies in 
which Columbus states: “It was the Lord who put into my mind (I could feel His 
hand upon me) the fact that it would be possible to sail from here to the Indies.. 
there is no question that the inspiration was from the Holy Spirit because He 
comforted me with rays of marvelous inspiration from the Holy Scriptures. . ." 
Thus, the seed was planted by the Almighty. The harvest came when 
Columbus successfully crossed the Atlantic and discovered the Americas. 


Later, in seeking religious liberty and freedom from the oppression of 
political tyranny, a band of pilgrims landed on the eastern shores of these 
United States. They immediately lifted hearts of gratitude and thanksgiving 
to the Creator for his manifold blessings. Speaking of these early settlers, 
Timothy Dwight, a clergyman who becamethe President of Y ale College, said: 
“God brought His little flock hither and placed it in this wilderness, for the 
great purpose of establishing permanently the church of Christ in these vast 
regions of idolatry and sin, and commencing here the glorious work of 
salvation." (Quoted in “The Light and the Glory", supra, from the original 
Sermon of Timothy Dwight, Boston, 1813). 


The Lord was busy building His house here in America. His hand 
continued to weave into the fabric of this nation His will and purposes as he 
guided the minds and the wills of the Founding Fathers. 


The Declaration. of Independence, commonly referred to as the birth 
certificate of this nation, acknowledges allegiance to and reliance on the 
author of Liberty with words such ав“... appealing to the Supreme Judge of 
the World for the rectitude of our intentions...” апа“... with firm reliance 
upon the protection of divine Providence. . ." 


Those who penned America's first Declaration and embarked us upon the 
road of liberty and justice for all weresustained by a rock-ribbed faith in God. 
They were motivated by the Spirit because they realized that “Except the 
Lord build the house, they labor in vain that build it...” (Psalm 127:1). 


The signing of this great document was the climax of a political revolution 
which commenced in a spiritual emancipation. 


Our spiritual heritage has been underscored by many of its leaders. Let us 
briefly look at a few of them. 


George Washington prayed in the snow at Valley Forge for divine wisdom 
and guidance. In his inaugural address, Washington said, "It would be 
peculiarly improper to omit in this first official act, my fervent supplication to 
that Almighty Being who rules over the universe—who presides in the 
counsels of nations—and whose providential aids can supply every human 
defect, that His benediction may consecrate to the liberties and happiness of 
the people of the United States, a government instituted by themselves for 
these essential purposes." Parenthetically, President Eisenhower later said of 
Washington and his men at Valley Forge, "This is where they got it for us." 

When the Founding Fathers assembled to write the Constitution, 
Benjamin Franklin proposed that each time they gathered, each session be 
opened with prayer. Franklin said, "I have lived, Sir, a long time, and the 
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longer I live the more convincing proof I see of this truth—that God governs in 
the affairs of men and if asparrow cannot fall to the ground without His notice, 
is it possible that an empire can rise without His aid?” 


A friend of Abraham Lincoln’s was visiting the White House during the 
Civil War. One night the visitor could not sleep. He could hear low tones 
coming from the president’s room. He got up and went to Lincoln’s room. The 
door was partly open. There he saw the president before an open Bible in 
prayer. He heard him pray. "Oh. thou God, that heard Solomon in the night 
when he prayed and cried for wisdom, hear me. I cannot lead these people. I 
cannot guide the affairs of this nation without Thy help—Oh. God, hear me and 
save this nation.” 


Flowing from this heritage we are wonderfully blessed with the Right to 
worship God according to the dictates of our own conscience; the Right to 
pursue those things which further our own happiness and welfare: the Right to 
succeed or fail; the Right to vote and choose our own leaders in free and open 
elections; the Right to own property: the Right to a fair and speedy trial; the 
Right to a good education; the Right to join and belong to an organization; and 
the Right to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 


We are blessed with churches across the length and breadth of America 
whose pulpits ring out afresh with the age-old and timeless message of Faith, 
Hope and Love. 


We have shared our wealth and resources with the world to alleviate 
suffering, tragedy, hardship and poverty. 


We have made substantial progress in bringing about equal justice and 
opportunity for our own people without regard to race, religion or national 
origin. 

We are indeed fortunate to have an independent judicial system anchored 
in the Constitution. This magnificent document has provided us with a blend 
of authority and freedom. 


We are the most prosperous nation on the face of the earth. All of us are 
stockholders in the greatest enterprise ever conceived by the mind of man. 


We have fought in several bloody wars for freedom and world peace. After 
the guns were silenced and the battles were over, we have extended to the 
vanquished a helping hand and the fruits of our own substance. 


General William C. Westmoreland said only last Sunday in an article he 
prepared for “Parade” Magazine: 


“Never before in history has a nation so freely shared the treasure of its 
hard work; never before has a nation provided others with so much security; 
never before has a nation so responsibily shouldered the burden of world 
leadership, or combined both the material and human aspirations of man to 
such a reality. 


Yes, we have faltered. We’ve made mistakes. We have not been perfect, but 
when one weighs the good and the bad, there can only be one conclusion: THE 
VISION OF OUR FOUNDING FATHERS HAS BECOME A REALITY.” 


The list of those things which are right with America could goon and on. I 
have sought to have you focus on the great positive forces in America. Trust 
your government. Accentuate its positive attributes. This will evoke trust and 
confidence in each other as individuals and in our government. 


In conclusion, may we never forget the source of the greatness of America 
which was so profoundly enunciated by the 19th Century French Statesman, 
Alexis DeTocqueville, when he wrote: "I sought for the greatness and genius of 
America in her commodious harbors and her ample rivers, and it was not 
there. I sought for the greatness and genius of America in her fertile fields and 
boundless forests, and it was not there... т her rich mines and her vast world 
of commerce, and it was not there... in her public school systems and her 
institutions of learning. and it was not there... іп her democratic Congress 
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and her matchless Constitution, and it was not there. Not until I went in the 
churches of America and heard her pulpits aflame with righteousness did I 
understand her genius and power.” 


What a heritage to anchor to and to build on! “Blessed is the Nation whose 
God is the Lord..." Psalm 33:12. If we continue to honor Him as a nation and as 
individuals, He will continue to shed His grace on us and America will 
continue to harvest the fruits of righteousness. 


Lest we forget, there is much right with America. May we continue to tell it 
and to build upon it.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 
(Docket No. 9) 


The following report of Brother Tommy L. Jones, Super- 
intendent of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., was 
presented and entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

I now, as Superintendent of the Home, submit the 71st annual report to 
Grand Lodge. 

The essential content of my report will be a statement of our five 
objectives, a chart showing the Home's population statistics for 1985, some 
general remarks about the quality care given to our residents, and some 
general remarks about the overall condition of our facility and grounds. In 
another report the Board of Directors will comment on the operating income 
and expense. 

In the Superintendent's Report to the Board of Directors at the February 
8, 1986 meeting, I included these five objectives or purposes of our entire 
operation. 

1. To admit as many elderly Brothers and Sisters as space and finances 

will allow, with the Board's approval; after entering. 

2. To provide them with nourishment, medical attention, rest and a com- 

fortable living environment. 


3. To provide them with spiritual, cultural and emotional therapy through 
varied self-satisfying activities and counseling. 


4. To help them maintain their independence and dignity, yet to have an 
understanding that he/she does not live alone; and after expiring, 


9. To provide each with a proper and dignified final resting place, either in 
familiar family surroundings or here in the Home Cemetery. 

From the decisions of the Board of Directors in their quarterly meetings, 
to the daily tasks of each employee in each department, all activity is 
directed toward achieving one or more of the objectives. If we are 
successful, then a part of the humanitarian spirit of our Fraternity is 
accomplished each year.

From the chart you can see the year ended with a gain of five men 
residents which brought our total population to 169. We had fewer deaths in 
1985 than in each of the preceding four years. AsI write these words there are 
62 elderly women and men on the waiting list, and I’m afraid some will pass 
away and some will be placed in hospitals and other nursing homes before we 
can call them to enter. 

All sixteen independent apartments are filled with 23 residents. At the 
present time, we have four couples and eight singles on the waiting list. What 
was once a problem of non-occupancy of the independent apartments has now 
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become a problem of one having to be placed on a waiting list and not knowing 
when an apartment will become available.

From the chart you can see 1985 came to а close with our largest single 
group 80-84 and the second largest age group 85-90. Moreover, you can see that 
our fewest number of residents are between the ages of 64-69, although our age 
eligibility requirement is 60. This tells us our population is aging and our 
potential residents are waiting longer before they apply. 


I feel the general overall outlook for the Home is sound. I make this 
statement because the care given the patients inthe Care Center and the 
residents in the retirement areas is being maintained at a high standard. The 
North Carolina Department of Human Resources, Division of Facility 
Services, concurred with my opinion when they made their annual survey of 
the Home in early October, 1985. The representatives were very compli- 
mentary of not only the services delivered to our residents, but the general 
atmosphere of caring they could feel and observe. Our annual license to 
operate was renewed. We have given a high priority to the preventive care of 
the skin, the teeth and gums; we are having many more activities for our 
residents and patients, both inside and outside the Home than in the past. 
Moreover, we are searching constantly for ways to improve our daily care in 
the three areas of physical, emotional and spiritual well-being. 


The general overall morale of the employees remains high. Our new 
Personnel Policies and Practices Handbook became effective on January 1, 
1986. It spells out concisely the rules and regulations expected of all 
employees. It also outlines for them the fringe benefits they are receiving, 
namely a good pension plan, hospitalization insurance, a free meal each day 
and paid annual leave days. While it is true we have had and continue to have 
some turnover problems on our second and third nursing shifts of the Care 
Center and also in the Dietary Department, I am thankful we have a strong 
core of workers who have been with us more than three years, including some 
with six to eight years service. 


Our buildings and grounds are in good repair. As evidence of this 
statement, I invite you to visit us sometime during the year and to see for 
yourself the beauty of the grounds and the cleanliness of the buildings. Besides 
the usual or common day to day cleaning, painting, maintenance and upkeep 
of the grounds, we have completed some special projects, namely a new roof on 
the Care Center, storm windows placed on the north side of the Setzer 
Building, a paging or call system in the Care Center, a large mixer for the 
kitchen, a heavy duty thirty-five pound Milnor washer in the laundry and 
landscaped the grounds around the independent apartments. At the present 
time, we are in the process of building a brick entry wall at our main entrance. 
It will be lighted and will have the Home’s name attached. In addition, the 
grounds around it will be landscaped. 


I am saddened and sorry to report to Grand Lodge that 76 of our Blue 
Lodges elected to financially support the Home in 1985 with $100 or less. Of 
these, 46 Lodges elected to remain completely on the side lines and did not 
contribute at all; one Lodge gave $5.00 and seven Lodges gave $10.00. I’m

afraid that far too many of our Brethren have been or are raised to the Sublime 
Degree of a Master Mason and remain forever on the brow of the hill. They do 
not understand our Mission because we have failed to give meaning to the 
precepts of Freemasonry in other terms except in the words of ceremonies and 
the rituals of the three Degrees. 


A good Mason once told me he didn’t contribute to the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home because he had to care for his aged mother and he felt 
everyone should do the same. And yet we repeat at the altar of our Lodge 
— an open Bible “that every human being has a claim upon our kind 
offices.” | 


Having said these things, I want to close my report by thanking the Grand 
Lodge and every Mason in the state who has helped to ease the final days of our 
elderly Brothers and Sisters. I give special praise to our Grand Master, our 
Board of Directors and to every employee of the Home. They have all helped in 
some way to make our Home a warm and suitable substitution for the former 
homes of our loved ones. 


My faith in the mission and charity of Freemasonry remains unshaken. 
The head waters for the precept of the Brotherhood of Man under the 
Fatherhood of God began in the Judean Hills where the carpenter’s Son taught 
and died for the dignity of all people as children of one God.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR 
HOME OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 
(Docket No. 10) 


The following report of the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home was presented and entered on 
the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


We, the members of the Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home submit our annual report to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


The Board, made up of twelve Masons and eight Eastern Stars, held its 
regular quarterly meetings in February, May, August and November. 
Attendance for both the Masons and Eastern Stars was excellent. At each 
session applicants for the Main Home were either approved or disapproved. 
Those approved were placed on the waiting list. The Board was also notified by 
the Admissions Committee for the Independent Apartments of the applicants 
approved and placed on the apartment waiting list. At each Board Meeting, 
the Superintendent gave a detailed report on all departments; the Business 
Manager reported on the finances of the Home. A few new regulations for the 
Home were passed, of which more will be said later. It is not the policy of the 
Board to get involved with the day to day decisions of the Home. They are left to 
the Superintendent and his capable supervisors. The function of the Board is 
to set the guiding principles, rules and regulations, and to change the by-laws 
if necessary. 


The Admissions Committee for the Main Home, made up of five Board 
members, met and interviewed fifty-two applicants on the Friday preceding 
each Saturday Board Session during 1985. Of these fifty-two applicants, the 
Committee recommended to the full Board the approval of forty-five. The 
Board voted to place the forty-five on the waiting list. Although saddened with 
their disapproval and sympathetic of the plight of the seven applicants who 
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were not approved, the Board felt that in fairness to all, they must adhere to 
the eligibility requirement of being able at time of application and medical 
examination to wait upon self.” 

The Admissions Committee for the Independent apartments, whose 
members live in Greensboro, met at various times throughout the year to 
interview twelve applicants. All twelve applicants were approved and placed 
on the waiting list for the independent apartments. One of these applicants has 
passed away since approval. 

During 1985 the Board: 

1. Approved the revised Personnel Policies and Practices Manual for the 
employees. ; 

2. Approved the completion of the plans for the new addition to the Care 
Center. 

3. Voted to increase the membership of the Home from 160 with an 
additional five for emergencies to 165 with ar additional five for emergencies 
(2-8-86). 

4. Voted to divide the total assets of all applicants applying after 
November 2, 1985, to three-fourths and one-fourth, with the three-fourths 
being the Home's portion. The division before was two-thirds and one-third, 
with Home's portion being two-thirds.

Much can be derived from the tables. you can see the cost per resident per 
day and per year went up very little in 1985 over 1984. For this we are 
thankful. You can also see that the residents contributed a little over one-third 
of the total costs for 1985. One sad statistic is the Blue Lodges gave close to 
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$90,000 less in 1985 than in 1984. Of the total operating income received in 
1985, the Blue Lodges contributed 12.3%, which was 5% less than in 1984. The 
contribution of the 72,000 Masons in-1984 was $4.91 per Mason; in 1985, the 
contribution was $3.68 per Mason. Moreover, we estimate that no more than 
21,000 of the 72,000 contribute financially to the Home. 


Although the plans and drawings have been completed in detail for the 
new addition to the Care Center, the Board is not ready to ask for bids or to 
begin any work because of the Home’s financial position. 


We have kept in touch with the life of the Home and its affairs. We are glad 
to report to you we feel 1985 was successful—successful in the sense that we are 
caring for more residents, the overall morale of both the residents and 
employees is high, and the buildings and grounds are in good repair. For this 
Success, we wish to express our gratitude to the Grand Lodge for every 
assistance it has given and to congratulate the Grand Lodge for its humani- 
tarian work, which stretches for over seventy-two years in Greensboro at the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home. 


We also wish to express our thankfulness for every Mason who has 
contributed in any way to the welfare:of our residents. The North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation, Oasis Temple, Gate City Shrine, the Association of 
Capitular Masons, the North Carolina Grand York Rite Bodies, the Gastonia 
York Rite Bodies and the Goldsboro York Rite Bodies have all contributed 
financially to the Home. For this we are grateful. 

Finally, we wish to acknowledge the Superintendent and his fine staff of 
employees for their dedication to the work of the Home. Our appreciation for 
their concern of our older Brothers and Sisters continues to grow with each 
passing day.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
(Docket No. 11) 


The following report of the Committee on the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home was read and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In accordance with Regulation 38-16 of the Code of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina the undersigned members of this committee visited the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home at Greensboro on February 20, 1986. We 
were most cordially received by the Superintendent, Brother Tommy Jones 
and his staff and were given a complete tour of the facilities. 

Listed below are recommendations that we feel should be considered for 
maintenance and/or renovation of specified areas: 


1. Therotunda roof should be checked by a qualified roofing contractor. It 
appears to be in need of re-coating. 


2. Thecorridorson both floorsof the Setzer building should be carpeted to 
о maintenance now required by the tiled flooring and for quietness and 
safety. 

3. In some of the enclosed passageways connecting the various buildings, 
it was noted that a chalk-like substance has accumulated on the interior 
surfaces of the brick walls below the windows. The efflorescence can be 
removed with a solution of warm water and vinegar and recurrance prevented 
by coating the exterior surfaces of the affected brick walls with aclear silicone 
water repellant. 
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Overall, the committee found the general appearance and maintenance of 
the facilities to be excellent. It is our observation that this fine institution is 
well managed by Brother Tommy Jones and his competent and conscientious 
staff and its business affairs administered in a most capable manner by 
Brother David Ford. 


We did not consider it necessary to review the business records and 
financial reports as all financial records are audited by an independent 
Certified Public Accountant and monitored periodically by the Board of 
Directors of the Home. 


It has been a privilege to serve on this committee and we wish to thank 
Brother Tommy Jones and his staff for the warm hospitality we were accorded 
during our visit.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
(Docket No. 12) 


Brother Donald R. Moul, Superintendent of Oxford Orph- 
anage presented the following report which was read and 
entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


It is with great pleasure that I am able to report on a most productive and 
rewarding year for the staff and children of our beloved Oxford Orphanage. 
For 113 years the Masons of North Carolina have provided a home base for 
children who, for many reasons, were unable to live and flourish in their own 
homes and for whom group care is the placement of choice. 


This year has seen many changes and improvements in the way in which 
we relate to, work with, guide and educate our children. Our child care staff 
completed and passed all of the requirements for the nationally acclaimed 
Basic Training Course for Residential Child Care Workers. Our concern for 
the welfare of the children has extended into the area of being well versed on 
the conditions of neglect, abuse, assault, emotional and sexual abuse, medical 
and educational neglect, and how we as staff may provide the environment in 
which the children can again feel security, a feeling of worth, a reduction of 
fear and an overall sense of well-being. 


In order that the Masons of North Carolina have something in hand which 
tells of the activities and services of Oxford Orphanage, a new color brochure 
was developed by the students and staff of the Print Shop. Many of these were 
made available to our brethren through the District meetings while others 
were distributed to lodges requesting them for their membership. Our staff 
and children take considerable pride in this accomplishment as it was a first in 
working with color and took four runs through the presses before the brochure 
was finished. By working through the complicated process the students had an 
excellent opportunity to learn many facets of the printing trade. 


In preparation for the children to enter the Granville County Public 
School system, a great deal of communication took place between adminis- 
trators and staff of both the schools and the orphanage. Visits were made by 
staff and students to the schools and staff and administrators from the schools 
were entertained and taught about life at the orphanage. Children were 
interviewed by guidance personnel and those youngsters who were in need of 
specialized instruction were tested for placement. During this period of time, 
a close system of communication was developed which resulted in selected 
staff from both the school and the orphanage becoming official liaison persons, 
one with another. Mr. Patrick Cox was chosen to be our official school liaison 
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for Oxford Orphanage while Mrs. Elizabeth Bunn acted in a similar capacity 
for the public schools. The liaison activity assured our ability to not only 
resolve issues and problems but to keep communication with each agency open 
and have the name of an individual with whom we could relay our concerns. In 
part, this arrangement allowed for a most smooth transition of our student 
body to the public programs. 


It is good to report that many of our concerns our brethren had regarding 
our children attending the public schools were unfounded. The children have 
done very well, have been well accepted by teachers and other students, have 
earned their rightful place within the system, and continue to be some of the 
most well mannered and astute children in the program. This is not to say that 
we have not had to deal with discipline issues, insecure feelings on the part of 
our children, or efforts to escape attending school. With as large а student body 
as presently enrolled in the orphanage we could not be without children who 
need our efforts to help them cope with changes in their lives. Problem solving 
and esteem building are always with us. The warmth and understanding 
which has been relayed to us by the new superintendent of schools, Dr. Thomas 
Houlihan, has given us great confidence in the administrative personnel that 
they aretruly awareof the needsof our children and that they will work hand 
in hand with orphanage staff to see to it that the children receive the best of all 
educational experiences. 


With the idea of strengthening our recreational and athletic program, Mr. 
Rusty Scarborough was hired as Athletic Director. Our soccer, basketball and 
intramural sports have grown in membership and skill since he took over 
management. We anticipate a large turn-out for spring activities including 
baseball, softball, girls soccer and swimming. А good team building program 
teaches our children to follow rules, work together, learn to handle winning as 
well as defeat and builds pride in themselves in a manner not always achieved 
in the cottage or class room. We anticipate adding some other sports activities 
this spring and summer so that all children will be active in the recreational 
program. Arts and crafts are soon to be available as a choice for our children 
and all such activities will be housed within the Creasy K. Proctor Recreation 
Center. In addition, the Orphanage has been accepted into membership in the 
Coastal Plains Independent Conference of the State Association for Inde- 
pendent Schools. Ап exception was made for the orphanage because of our 
long standing association in athletics with other private schools. Our children 
will therefore be able to play for conference as well as State titles. 


The religious life of the children was handled very well by Rev. Patrick 
Cox, our Chaplain. The York Rite Memorial Chapel was a renovation project 
sponsored by the York Rite Masons of North Carolina. Although begun in 
1984, this project now includes a major repainting of the interior of the chapel, 
additonal handrails at the entrance and complete facelift to the sanctuary. The 
old choir risers have been removed and the long neglected altar has been 
restored to its rightful prominence as the visual center of our worship 
experience. The Chapel remains one of our most actively. used buildings, not 
only for Sunday worship, but also for choir rehearsals, Boy Scouts, Backyard 
Bible Club, Vacation Bible School, Homecoming and all special recognition 
services. More involvement of students in the worship services are being 
planned and the chapel walls are soon to show the signs of the children's efforts 
in the wall hangings which eventually will be displayed. The hangings will be 
an example of religious symbols which will not only brighten the Chapel but 
give ownership of its looks to the children. 


A special recognition is acknowledged for our dairyman, Mr. Joe 
Duckworth. Again, for the fifth year т а row, Oxford Orphanage has received 
the Progressive Breeders Registry Award from the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America. Our herd produced 825,000 lbs. of milk for 1985 as opposed to 
818,000 for 1984 and 783,000 for 1983. As the production has increased, the 
size of our herd has decreased. This attests to the fine genetic background we 
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have in this herd. Two major changes also developed in the dairy this year. A 
technologically advanced milking system was installed and the students went 
back to public school. One helped compensate for the other in that the new 
milking system requires less labor to operate. With our production history and 
our future production potential, with the top notch genetics now present in our 
herd and with the genetically superior crop of heifers coming into the herd, we 
are in excellent shape to face the change and uncertainty confronting the dairy 
industry in the immediate future. 


Our Food Department continues to carry on the tradition of serving 
balanced meals to the children, staff and visitors. We have been particularyly 
blessed with an abundance of donated frozen foods, canned goods, dry goods 
and large donations from Campbell Soup, Keebler Company and PYA Food 
Brokers. Many lodge groups from across the State continue to visit and will 
often bring enough food to feed all of the children. The children and staff truly 
enjoy these events. Naturally, our garden was again bountiful and the children 
enjoyed fresh vegetables during the garden season and the excess was frozen 
to beenjoyed during the winter. Asinthe past, the children and staff need to be 
acknowledged for all of the work which produced such a fine garden. 


Our Clothing Department, under Pat Gravley, has done a tremendous job 
in outfitting our children for their entry into public school and for the special 
events of the year. Our prime aim continues to be to dress the children 
economically, but as individuals. They have enjoyed their new clothes and the 
community has been very complimentary to us about the appearance of the 
children. At least 30% of our clothing comes from personal donations and 25% 
from industrial donations. For these we are most grateful and express sincere 
appreciation to all our good friends throughout the State. 


The on-campus Infirmary operates twenty-four hours а day. Mrs. Donna 
Elliott, our RN, is available during daytime hours during the week, to 
evaluate and treat sick or injured children. Children in need of medical 
attention are referred to our physician. An infirmary attendant is on duty in 
the RN's absence to oversee the care and treatment of sick and injured 
children. The average daily inpatient census has been approximately five, 
with seasonal fluctuations. 


Medical examinations and follow-up are provided by our affiliated group, 
the Oxford Family Physicians. Children in need of a specialist are referred to 
Duke University Medical Center. On an average, forty-fifty children per 
month are examined and treated by our local affiliated physicians. Medical 
referrals to DUMC average eighteen-twenty per month. 


Dental examinations are performed once or twice a year. Additonal visits 
are as recommended as necessary for treatment. Orthodontal referrals are 
made per our local dentists. Evaluations and treatment are provided by two 
Raleigh orthodontists, Dr. Arthur Stone and Dr. William B. Brunk. These two 
men are to be highly commended for they provide these services free of charge 
to our children. 


Vision, speech and hearing screening is accomplished by the school 
system and the campus nurse. Referrals are evaluated at DUMC. Approxi- 
mately 1/4 of our children are currently wearing orthodontic and/or visual 
appliances. 


Children in need of counseling or therapy for emotional or mental 
disorders are referred by the physician to the local mental health agency. 
Cottage counselors accompany the child to each therapy session, and monthly 
progress reports are discussed with all involved personnel. During the past 
— approximately ten-fifteen children received mental health services per 
week. 


Policies for the simultaneous provision for care for ill children and 


transportation from public school to doctors appointments and to the in- 
firmary have been determined and implemented. Frequent contact between 
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the school nurse and infirmary personnel has been established in an effort to 
maintain good communication with the public school system and optimal 
health care for our children. 


Inservice on dental hygiene and instructions issued from the infirmary on 
specific health problems were given to improve the quality health care 
received by the children. A more detailed inservice education program has 
been planned for the summer months, as we continue to strive to provide 
optimal health care for our youngsters. 


The Farm Program, under the able direction of Mr. Frank Hobgood, has 
also had a very good year. The kitchen was provided with a large supply of 
fresh vegetables, using the children assigned to the farm to help plant and 
gather the vegetables. Again this year we filled the silo with good silage for the 
milking herd. Enough silage was stored to feed the dry cows and heifers all 
winter. After harvesting approximately 1350 tons of silage and corn, it was 
available for the cows, heifers and pigs. The campus work consisted of mowing 
grass, mulching and pruning shrubs and hedges, removing undesirable trees, 
putting fill dirt in low places, reseeding bare spots with grass and removing 
leaves from the campus. 


For the Maintenance Department, under the supervision of Mr. Mike 
Norwood, this has been an extremely busy year. Aside from the routine calls 
for lights, heat, air-conditioning and cosmetic repairs, staff housing has been 
renovated and painted, the Chapel painted and the girls cottages are being 
repaired and painted. A system of rotation has been established which places 
all buildings on a maintenance and face-lifting schedule. A number of major 
roofing repairs must be done this year and will begin in the Spring along with 
a continuation of the painting schedule. Additional work is scheduled for the 
farm and dairy. 


We, the staff and children, express our sincere appreciation for all that 
has been done for us over this past year. A very special note of thanks must go 
toour Board of Directors for their tireless efforts on our behalf. We have hopes 
and dreams for the future for our beloved Oxford Orphanage and for the 
children who will dwell within. These dreams and hopes are tied directly to the 
men who govern our home for children. We are thankful for the dedication of 
Norburn C. Hyatt, Grand Master, for his tireless efforts on behalf of the 
children and special recognition to Lonnie D. Small, our President; John M. 
Jenkins and Floyd M. Burton, our retiring members; for their services to our 
children. Their wisdom assisted us through difficult times but the plans which 
were put into motion during their membership will be carried out. We, the 
children and staff will be forever grateful to these men of wisdom because 
Oxford Orphange is a better place in which to live due to their commitment.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF OXFORD ORPHANAGE, INC.’ 
(Docket No. 13) 


The following report of the Board of Directors of Oxford 
——— Incorporated, was presented and entered on the 
record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board held its regular quarterly meetings in the months of February, 
May, August and November. Attendance for the meetings was excellent. 
Reports from all Department Heads as well as the Superintendent have been 
submitted to the members in advance so that they would be well informed on 
the operations of the Orphanage prior to each quarterly meeting. Reports of all 
standing committees have been made quarterly along with those of the 
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Business Manager and the Superintendent. The auditors have reported on the 
financial phase of the institution and rendered information on receipts, and 
the operation of various income and legacies received. 


At the completion of the calendar year 1985 our enrollment was 211, of 
which 140 were boys and 71 were girls. However, this enrollment has risen to 
221 by the end of January 1986. Again, we encourage the Craft to be alert to the 
needs of children within your areas and make referrals through your Oxford 
Orphanage Committee or directly to our Director of Admissions for those 
children for whom the Orphanage could provide a high quality of life. 


The children have very successfully entered the Granville County School 
system and have shown that they can compete equally with others from the 
area. We have found excellent cooperation to be had with school adminis- 
tration and staff and a visit from Dr. Thomas Houlihan, School Superin- 
tendent, was found to be most informative. Our children have made an 
excellent beginning with their public school education and the specialized 
programs have benefitted a number of our students. 


St. John’s Day 1985 was extremely successful, both from the point of 
entertainment and organization. Attendance was higher than the year 
previous and the parade was one of the finest put on in the Oxford community. 
Many hours of work and planning were spent by Brother Lloyd Young and the 
Nobles of the Shrine to make the day most joyful for all the fortunate 
individuals who were able to attend. 


Masonic donations for 1985 totaled $423,532.39 as compared to $508,606.28 
for 1984. The Foundation added $119,500.00 to our revenue and endowment 
income amounted to $656,007.00. We hope that the decrease in giving is nota 
trend as we desperately need the support of all brethren to continue to insure 
our successful operations. For those who gave, we thank you and for those who 
did not, please do so. 


The appearance of the campus has improved considerably over this last 
year with the work which has been done on the buildings, cottages and 
grounds. We encourage the brethren to visit this excellent home for children 
and discover for yourselves the fine work which is done for less fortunate 
children. The staff is very dedicated to helping the children grow into 
responsible adulthood and the overall appearance, health and happiness of the 
children is evident. 


Itis vital for the children and staff of Oxford Orphanage that the brethren 
visit and take an active interest in the welfare of our orphanage. We must 
reach those Masons who have failed to financially contribute to our beloved 
Oxford Orphanage in order that the programs of care may continue in the long 
years to come. Once visited, it is doubtful that a Mason, his family, or his 
friends, could fail to see the beauty of one of North Carolina's great masonic 
charities. We must continue to help children of North Carolina who may be 
neglected, physically and morally abused, the children who are without home 
or responsible guardian—those who truly need the services for which Oxford 
Orphanage was designed to provide. 

It has been our pleasure to serve the Craft in our capacity as members of 
the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
(Docket No. 14) 


The following report of the Committee on Oxford Orph- 
anage, Inc., was presented and entered on the record: 
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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


On February 21, 1986, the Committee on Oxford Orphanage met on the 
campus of the children’s home for the annual inspection and evaluation. 
Members present were: E. C. Rogers, Jr., Delmas Williams and E. W. 
Vosecky. Superintendent Moul assumed responsibility for calling the meeting 
in the absence and illness of Chairman, Brother L. R. Thomas, Jr. 


Staff members present were Mr. Michael Norwood. Supervisor of 
Maintenance, Mr. Brent Stewart, Dean of Students and Mr. Donald R. Moul. 
Superintendent. Brother Moul advised the Committee that a review of 
progress would be made by Brother Norwood regarding theannual report and 
recommendations for 1984. A two page report was reviewed item by item with 
all but a few minor recommendations having been met. Both Ligon Cottage 
and the John Nichols building have been closed. Because of its age and 
condition, Ligon Cottage was found to be unsuitable for the continued care of 
children. It is anticipated that recommendations will be forthcoming from the 
Board of Directors regarding the disposition of these two buildings. The old 
Industrial Building is being torn down and once completed, will be grassed 
over to make an attractive area for some future useful purpose. 


Overall the committee believes the campus and buildings are being well 
maintained and the maintenance department is to be commended for its fine 
efforts. The development of a plan for maintenance rotation to all buildings is 
to be highly commended as this puts into place a move towards preventive 
maintenance. А review of the cottages demonstrated the usefulness of this 
plan. Work had been completed in Crithcer Cottage and was about complete in 
Shipman Cottage. Additonal efforts were evident in Dunn Cottage but 
additional maintenance efforts are required, especially on the outside areas, 
sidewalks and along the fire escape areas. All of the cottages for girls were in 
very good condition. The boys cottages are in good repair but cosmetic efforts 
are needed particularly in Flowers, Gray and Bundy. Aseach cottage takes its 


turn in the rotation system, all will be painted and proper repairs made. Mr. 
Norwood made accesible to the committee the records used to report 
maintenance needs and explained how this reporting system established the 
priority by which his department functioned. 


Much work has been done on the trees on the campus. Damaged limbs 
have been removed and some trees have been cut down that were too close to 
buildings. This was done for the sake of beauty as well as safety to children and 
property. 

The York Rite Chapel has been completely painted on the interior and the 
chancel area has been remodeled. The chapel interior wood has been renewed, 
the altar sand-blasted and stained and now open to view to the congregation. 
The old choir loft has been replaced with a split chancel and is now as 
originally conceived architecturally. The exterior of the chapel is to be painted 
in the Spring along with the placing of the letters above the entrance 
identifying the chapel as “The York Rite Memorial Chapel.” Rewiring of the 
chapel is considered necessary and it is highly recommended that bids be 
gathered for this work. We appreciate the York Rite financial support in the 
Chapel renovation. 


Roofs are needed for the Kitchen, Recreation Center and Vocational 
Building. The efforts made have been stop-gap measures and it is now time to 
remove the old damaged roofs and replace them. The buildings are essential to 
the well-being of the children and they are, otherwise. being well maintained. 
The Recreation Center has been repainted and renewed but without further 
work on the roof, serious damage will result causing further expenses to the 
building. Keeping in mind that many of the buildings are twenty-five to 
thirty-five years of аре, some maintenance projects will be quite costly. 
Estimates currently valid must be secured and these projects completed ina 
timely manner. 
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Removal of the overhead water tower has been recommended for several 
vears. It has not been in use for many years and is по longer needed. With age it 
becomes more unsightly and should be removed for safety. 


The swimming pool, for its age. is in good repair; but does need a new 
filtering system. Considering the expense of such a project the committee 
recommends that а plan ђе set forth for the replacement of the swimming pool 
and that funds be located so that the children may havea modern and healthful 
swimming pool. The present pool was built in 1920. 


The dairy is again a very high quality operation. It is efficient and modern 
in every way. We continue to have one of the finest dairy herds in the state of 
North Carolina. The farm operation continues to function well and provide 
youngsters with vocational experiences and plenty of food for the children as 
well as feed for the dairy. 


All buildings which have slate roofs are in excellent condition and care 
must be maintained that these roofs remain in such condition. 


The Administration Building, which houses the offices, infirmary, visit- 
ing areas, conference rooms and adjoins the building housing the kitchen, 
dining and storage rooms beneath are all in good order. Some broken 
tile/bricks need to be repaired on the Dunn side leading to the entrances. 
Stairwell treads need to be replaced leading to the storage areas from the 
kitchen. i 


Kitchen equipment, heating and air-conditioning equipment, freezers 
and coolers all appear to be in good working condition and very clean. Clothing 
storage areas, sewing room and shoe issue areas all appear to be in good order 
and well managed. a 


Baby Cottage (Dunn) needs additional painting, repair on the front porch 
tile/steps, and scraping and repainting in the play areas in the basement. It is 
realized that this cottage has some of the most active and playful children on 
the campus and therefore sustains considerable damage. It is suggested that 
this cottage receive attention routinely and perhaps more often than some of 
the other cottages because of this activity. 

We realize that many problems are related to normal maintenance issues 
directly related to the heavy traffic and activity of so many children residing 
in particular cottages. | | 

All recommendations by the health and fire inspectors appear to have 
been met. Smoke detection and fire fighting equipment must at all time be 
operational. 

The Committee expresses its sincere appreciation to Mr. Mic hael Norwood 
and Mr. Brent Stewart for their time and effort in responding to the many 
questions of the investigating team. We are comfortable that our inspection 
was both thorough and.complete. .

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Proposals to amend THE CODE of 1948, as revised and amended in 1977, 
have been received as follows: 


Amend Regulation 21-02 to read as follows: 
REG. 21-02. An emergent communiation of the Grand Lodge may be 
called by the Grand Master whenever in his opinion, the welfare of 
Masonry shall require it, and it shall be called upon written application 
therefor, signed by the Masters, and attested by the Secretary, of not less 
than one-quarter of the chartered lodges, setting forth the cause which 
demands it. [16-03(4)]. 

Amend Regulation 35-01 to read as follows: 
REG. 35-01. The Board of Custodians shall consist of eight members. The 
Grand Master and the Grand Lecturer shall be ex officio members of the 
board with the right to vote. The Grand Master shall appoint six other 
brethren learned in the ritualistic work, the law and the customs of 
Masonry, all of whom shall be Certified Lecturers, The first members to 
be appointed shall hold office as follows: two members for one year, two 
members for two years and two members for three years; at each annual 
communication of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master shall appoint two 
qualified brethren, each to serve for three years. [33-01(1B); 33-07]. 


Amend Regulation 54-01(1) by deleting the word four dollars and fifty 
cents and inserting the word six dollars to make it read as follows: 
REG. 54-01. 
1. The sum of six dollars for each member of the lodge at low twelve on 
December thirty-first. [2-06(5); 5-01(1); 24-01(3); 24-02; 89-01; 89-10]. 
Amend Chapter 63 by adding Regulation 63-15 to read as follows: 
REG. 63-15. In the event a lodge desires to have open Installation of 
Officers the lodge shall be opened on the Degree of Master Mason, the 
minutes shall be read and approved and the lodge closed, after which the 
profane may be admitted and the ceremony of installation completed. 
Amend Regulation 72-06 as follows: 
REG. 72-06. 
OBSOLETE 


Amend Chapter 76 by adding Regulation 76-34 to read as follows: 
REG. 76-34. If a petition for the degrees has been read and received in 
open lodge and the petitioner is not elected or rejected within a period of 
twelve months the petiton shall be null and void and if the petitioner 
desires to again petition a lodge, he can do so only by presenting a new 
petition in regular form which will shall take the same procedure 
governing the original petition for the degrees.[67-10(27); 73-10; 75-01). 

Amend Chapter 88 by adding Regulation 88-04 (1.A) to read as follows: 
REG. 88-04. 


1A. In the event a lodge desires solely to have the ceremony of 
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presentation of these awards in their lodge with profane present, the 
lodge shall be opened on the Degree of Master Masons, the names of the 
recipients shall be listed in the minutes, the minutes shall be read and 
approved, and the lodge closed, after which the award(s) shall be 
presented.

THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 17) 


The following report was read and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership in MSA was adopted and the matter was referred 
to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The 67th annual meeting of the Masonic Service Association of the United 
States met in the George Washington Masonic National Memorial Audi- 
torium in Alexandria, Virginia on February 17, 1986 at 2:15 P.M. The 
meeting was called to order by M.:.W.:. Robert А. Hockstad, P.G.M., Michigan; 
Chairman of the Executive Commission. The customary items on the agenda 
were handled in proper order. 


Brother Hockstad then introduced the following officers: M.:.W.:. Archi- 
bald Duncan, P.G.M., Minnesota, Vice-Chairman; M.:.W.:.James E. Moseley, 
P.G.M., Georgia, Recording Secretary; and R.-.W.:.Stewart М. L. Pollard, 
Executive Secretary—Treasurer. Past Grand Master, Thomas R. Dougherty 
was reappointed Director of Hospital Visitation. 


Foreign relief consisted of a report on a series of devasting earthquakes 
that hit large sections of Chile early in 1985, leaving hundreds of Masonic 
families without homes. Your Masonic Service Association issued an appeal at 
the request of the Grand Master in Chile, M...W.:.Brother Oscar Periera 
Henriguez. More than thirty-two thousand dollars ($32,000.00) was for- 
warded to him as a result of the appeal. 


There was not indication that any Masons were seriously affected by the 
earthquake which caused such extensive damage in Mexico City, and no 
appeal for Masonic assistance was made. It was heartwarming to note the 
number of inquiries received by our M.S.A. to the York Grand Lodge in 
Mexico City for distributions as general relief. Many lodges have reported 
making contributions through the Red Cross and Salvation Army. The policy 
of your M.S.A. remains in effect whereby every cent contributed for disaster 
relief goes to the affected jurisdiction. The cost of such appeals is absorbed by 
the association. 


The Education and Publication Committee provided the guidance that 
our M.S.A. publication should be aimed at lodge level and individual Masons. 
Consequently, some of the publications of the Association have been among the 
most popular ever issued. 


The number of individual subscribers of The Short Talk Bulletin has 
increased dramatically. We need about 3,000 new subscribers to compensate 
for other inflationary effects. Many lodges are now subscribing to The Short 
Talk Bulletin for all their officers and many lodges are subscribing for all 
newly raised Masons. It is a valuable working tool of Masonic education. 

Your Masonic Service Association is happy to report another successful 
year of activities in our National Hospital Visitation Program. More volun- 
teers have been recruited and additional contributions have been received 
through our annual Green Envelope Appeal and the M.S.A. film, "When the 
Band Stops Playing." 
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Of course, when we expand our operation and program at the various V. 
A. Medical Centers and State Veterans Homes, it means an increase in our 
annual budget. This is good because the more we can do for those confined to 
beds and wheel chairs, the more favorable publicity our Fraternity receives, 
and that is what we need. 


Most Worshipful Brother Harry S. Truman, Past Grand Master and 
President in 1944, made a plea on national radio for each Master Mason to 
contribute ten cents to support this charitable work. Well, needless to say, that 
goal has never reached and because of inflation, that need is not ten cents but at 
least one dollar. : | 


Our sincere thanks go to R..W.:.Stewart M. L. Pollard and M.-.W.. 
Thomas Dougherty for their untiring efforts on behalf of this great Associa- 
tion. We ask that each Grand Master commit himself to visit each Veterans 
Medical Center and State Veterans Home in his jurisdiction and also to 
encourage his line officersto attend with him. To those who have never visite 
these beautiful hospitals and homes, you have missed a treat. 


Your Masonic Service Association representative therefore, recommends 
the appropriation of the ususal amount of our dues in the Association and for 
this to be adopted and the matter of finance referred to our Finance 
Committee. .

The investment policy of 
the Board continues to be safety of principal first and income production 
second. With this conservation approach the Board was still able to divide 
$239,000.00 between the Orphanage and Home during 1985. 


We are grateful to all who have been a part of the success of the 
Foundation and would like to solicit from those who have not contributed to 
please do so as we feel that your Masonic Foundation will ultimately be the 
salvation for our two homes.

REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 
(Docket No. 22) 
The following report of the Grand Historian was received 
and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
In this year 1986, the Grand Lodge of North Carolina and its member 
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lodges are engaged in preparation for next year’s celebration of the Grand 
Lodge’s bicentennial. 


Probably the single most significant activity in this preparation is the 
history of each subordinate lodge now being prepared by the individual lodge 
historians. The final product and accumulation of their work will provide a 
volume of inestimable value to Masons of today and to Masons in all years to 
come. It is not possible to over-emphasize the care and effort that should be 
expended by the lodge historians in preparing this work, because what they 
produce will be the only history available of the firsttwo centuries in the life of 
the Grand Lodge and its lodges. Masons here and in many other grand 
jurisdictions will consult this history hundreds and thousands of times, relying 
upon it to provide a factual and complete account. It will almost certainly 
become the basis upon which to construct any future histories of Masonry in 
North Carolina. 


Sadly, important segments of the histories of some of our lodges have been 
lost or destroyed over the years. This loss imposes an even greater burden upon 
the historians of those lodges to search carefully every history and record 
available to them, whether those records or histories be Masonic, city, county, 
state, church, or whatever. Masonry in earlier years received much greater 
public attention than is the case today, and it is often surprising to discover the 
quantity and quality, of reference to Masonic doings that may be found in old 
newspaper files, official records, private papers and the like. Some portions of 
lodge histories are unquestionably forever lost, no amount of research will 
ever retrieve it, but in most instances; there is more history obtainable than 
first impressions may indicate. 


As important as the upcoming bicentennial is to us, just think how 
interestedly the North Carolina Masons of 1886 must have anticipated the 
Grand Lodge Centennial they planned for 1887. Our great nation was then just 
eleven years past its own one-hundredth birthday, a mere infant in the family 
of nations; it was a great experiment in individual freedom and self- 
government, an experiment that had just lately survived what was proven to 
be its severest trial, the bloody and dibilitating war between the states. 


Here in North Carolina the Masons were among those in the forefront of 
the drive to recover from that terrible war. They occupied positions of 
leadership in government, in commerce and in the professions. Fraternally, 
they had reorganized many lodges that had become defunct during the 
conflict, they had made their lodge halls available in their respective 
communities for all sorts of worthwhile activities; Masonic lodge halls were 
being used as temples of worship by churches that had no other places to meet, 
for social activities, as seats of government by harassed officials in some 
communities, and as schoolrooms in some locations where schools could not 
have otherwise operated. Numerous lodges even assumed the burden of 
actually operating schools, in order that there might be schools. 


Masons a century ago were then, as they have been throughout the birth 
and life of our state and nation, prominent among those who have championed 
the great aims and endeavors of our free land. They served at all levels of 
government. So many Masons, in fact, were members of the state legislature 
that the Grand Lodge in those days held its annual communications at Raleigh 
in January in order that a maximum number of its leaders might be able to 
attend its sessions while they were already in Raleigh for the legislature. The 
Masons attended the sessions of the legislature by day and those of the Grand 
Lodge by night. 

Thus, it is certain that our brethren a century ago were acutely aware of 
the signifiance of their centennial year. A study of the Grand Lodge 
Proceedings for1986 reveals that a committee appointed to prepare for the 
1887 celebration labored long and hard to produce a program that would 
afford the greatest amount of activity and participation possible under the 
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limitations imposed by the arduous circumstances of travel existing in those 
days and times. 


A majority of the committee recommended that the main celebration be 
held by the Grand Lodge on December 9, 1887 in Tarboro, the cityof its birth. 


A minority of the committee proposed that the main celebration be held in 
Raleigh during the annual communication of the Grand Lodge in January 
1887. | 


The minority report prevailed, consideration no doubt being given the 
much greater probability of significant attendance in Raleigh, at a time when 
so many Masons would already be present, whereas a celebration at Tarboro in 
December would have entailed many additional miles of travel under the 
rigorous conditions of travel then prevailing. 


The highlight of the 1887 observance wasa public oration delivered in the 
Hall of the House of Representatives, State Capitol, January 12, 1887, by 
Brother Eugene S. Martin. Orations in those days made beautiful use of the 
language and ran to considerable length; Brother Martin's was no exception to 
the norm, filling eighteen pages of the 1887 Proceedings and containing an 
inspiring message. 

Today we are blessed with rapid modes of travel and communication. We 
have the benefit of planning by a Grand Lodge Committee, in concert with 
efforts of the lodges. Our bicentennial celebration, then, should be one that will 
evoke the admiration and applause of all, Masons and non-Masons alike, one 
that will cause all participants to be proud to be membersof a Fraternity that 
has stood so well the test of time and which has contributed so much to the 
great state in which it has flourished.

BICENTENNIAL CELEBRATION 
(Docket No. 27-A) 


R.-.W.:.Brother Eddie P. Stiles, Senior Grand Warden, 
presented the following progress report on lodge participation 
in the 1987 Bicentennial Celebration: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Each Master and Secretary as well as District Officers received a letter 
from the Bicentennial Committee dated September 25, 1984 soliciting their 
participation in preparation for the Grand Lodge Bicentennial] in 1987. Each 
lodge was requested to send to the committee two copies each of a 4x5 black 
and white photo of the exterior and interior of the lodge, the lodges address and 
а clearly drawn map of its location with respect to major highways in the area. 
These materials were to be sent in as early as possible. The Masters were also 
requested to appoint a qualified brother to write a history of his lodge that 
could be presented as a 20 minute program to the lodge during the 
Bicentennial and that two copies be sent to the Grand Lodge Committee by 
September 1, 1986. On July 5, 1985, a letter was sent to the District Deputy 
Grand Masters with a copy of the earlier letter to check on the progress of the 
lodges in their district with respect to this request. An exerpt from that letter 
reads, “The Grand Lodge Bicentennial is not just a Grand Lodge activity. I 
cannot over emphasize the importance of each lodge preparing and becoming 
a part of this celebration.” It was also suggested at that time that those 
brothers then serving as Junior Warden should obtain a pocket digest from 
MSA entitled Think-Tank For Junior Wardens. This year, the committee 
suggests that those now serving as Senior Warden obtain the digest from MSA 
entitled Hat and Gavel. This is to help you give some guidance to developing a 
successful Lodge Program during that individual’s term as Master of his 
Lodge. Now for a tally on the response of our lodges as of April 7th: 

Six lodges have completed the project, just as the Committee had 
requested. They are Mount Hermon No. 118: Cleveland No. 202; Joppa No. 
530; Neil S. Stewart No 556; Warsaw No. 677, and Charles M. Setzer No. 693.

There have been a few other lodges which have completed the project, but who 
either sent in a single copy of the History or color photographs. 


Of the 394 lodges, 69 have responded. Five of these were inquiries, so that 
64 lodges of 394 lodges have sent in some of the requested material. Nine 
lodges have submitted a single copy of their history, and fourteen lodges have 
submitted two copies as requested or a total of twenty-three lodges have 
submitted histories. Eleven lodges submitted a street address. Thirty-four 
lodges sent a map to their lodge and fourteen sent in two copies for a response 
of forty-eight lodges. Seventeen lodges sent in one set of black and white 
photographs, twenty-nine lodges sent in two sets of black and white photo- 
graphs; fourteen lodges sent in one set of color photographs and two lodges sent 
in two sets of color photographs or a total lodge participation of sixty-two 
lodges. There are still three hundred and thiry or more lodges which have not 
responded. 


This really is an opportunity. We can best chart a course for our future by 
knowing our past. This is our Bicentennial. Its celebration will have greater 
meaning for you and the members of your lodge if you take an active role and 
participation in it. We solicit your support and cooperation in this project. The 
deadline for these materials in not until Sept. 1st this year, so we still have 4% 
months to complete this project.

The Man and the Mason 


M.:.W.:.Brother Norburn C. Hyatt, Grand Master, called 
the Grand Lodge meeting to order at 1:00 P.M., Tuesday, April 
15, 1986 and introduced M.°.W.:.Brother James W. Brewer, 
P.G. M., P.G.T., Chairman, of the Sam Ervin Book Committee. 

M.-.W.:.Brewer gave a summary of working with our late 
Brother Ervin in putting the book together for the purpose of 
all proceeds going into our North Carolina Masonic 
Foundation, Inc. 

Brother Brewer introduced W..Brother Clifton W. 
Everette, who read the following message from Brother 
в Branch, Chief Justice of the North Carolina Supreme 

ourt: 


“Ј count among my richest rewards in this life having had the friendship 
and counsel of Sam Ervin, Jr. His was an example! have tried to follow in my 
public life. As a lawyer, a legislator, a Justice of the North Carolina Supreme 
Court, and as its Chief Justice, his ideals, his philosophy of constitutional 
government, and his devotion to the plain and unambiguous rule of Jaw has 
been my polar star. His was one of the finest legal minds this country has 
produced. He used it uncompromisingly, but with civility and persuasiveness. 
to protect and preserve the integrity of the United States Constitution from 
those who would prevert its meaning. His brilliant defenses of constitutional 
governemnt in the United States Senate made him a legend in his own time. 
Lauded though he was by his senate colleagues, the people of his state, and the 
general public. he kept his humility. his good humor, his keenness of mind, and 
his devotion to public service to the very end. He lived an exemplary life. He 
died honored Бу all with his reputation unsullied. 


“I am proud to be a Mason. I am proud to have been able to call him 
Brother Sam. He was proud to be a Mason and no one held the principles of 
Masonry in higher regard than he. His interpretations of the principles of 
Masonry іп his Masonic orations are and will ever be а guide and inspiration to 
all Masons. He brought honor to the fraternity and was honored by the 
fraternity. His devotion to Masonry and its good works lives on in his Masonic 
biography presented here today. the proceeds from its distribution by his 
direction going to the Masonic Foundation. 

“Sam Ervin, Jr.. has passed оп. We are all bereaved. But the record of the 
quality of his life and his contributions to his state and nation. his devotion to 
his family, his church, and the Masonic fraternity is indelibly preserved. 


“Well done good and faithful servant. enter thou into thy reward.” 


M.:.W.:.Brother Brewer introduced R.'.W.'.Brother 
Walter “Bud” McCall, Deputy Grand Master, who read the 
following message from Brother Jesse Helms, U. S. Senator: 

“This historic oceasion is in fact a legacy of the far-reaching cabletow of a 
great American and a remarkable Brother Mason, Sam J. Ervin, Jr.. who by 
his courage, faith and integrity taught us the meaning of freedom. 


“It is a time for all of us to count the blessing of having known ‘Senator 
Sam'—to have had him as our friend and to be his. In this room this afternoon. 
a thousand personal memories rise in loving tribute to him—the helping hands 
that he so unhesitatingly extended to us. his unfailing reminders that the 
miracle of America was not just a lucky happenstance of history but a creation 
by divine guidance. 
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“It was impossible to know Sam Ervin in the abstract. His relationship 
with his fellow man was deeply personal. and caring, and genuine. This man 
rejected pretense and posturing. Instead, he took his stand on behalf of liberty 
with brilliance, knowledge and courage. 


“Our esteemed Brother Jimmy Brewer has done much for Masonry 
which, likeSam Ervin, he loves and serves with fervor. But Brother Jimmy is 
unlikely to do anything else more likely to promote the principles of Masonry 
more effectively than by his work in guiding into reality the book Sam J. 
Ervin, Jr., The Man and the Mason. Brother Jimmy's close relationship with 
Senator Ervin was the catalyst. and it has produced this enduring 
monument—not only to Senator Ervin but to the strength, vitality and 
meaning of Masonry. 


“A few weeks ago, I told President Reagan of the event scheduled for this 
afternoon. The President remarked that one of his regrets is that he never had 
the privilege of working with Sam Ervin. the Senator. ‘That man’, said the 
President, ‘was a giant—in character. in intellect and in courage’. And then 
the President added: ‘He earned his place in history because he dared to stand 
up for principles.’ 

“That is precisely the way all of us feel about Sam Ervin. Having served 
with him as his Junior Colleague in the United States Senate. I can say this 
without reservation: If I could choose but one man with whom to stand at 
Armageddon. it would be mv friend —A merica's friend—that great champion 
of liberty and justice, Sam J. Ervin. Jr. 

"Dorothy joins in conveving our love to Senator Sam's dear wife. ‘Miss 
Margaret' —and to all the other members of the beloved Ervin family. 

"Thank you. Most Worshipful Grand Master. for the privilege and honor 
of offering this message today on this significant occasion." 

M..W..Brother Brewer introduced Brother Lacy Thornburg. Attorney 
General of North Carolina, who delivered the following message: 


“So many things have been said about Sam Ervin. Jr., it is difficult to speak of 
him without repeating what has been eloquently said by others—or been said 
by Senator Ervin himself in his many writings, including his autobiography. 

“Senator Ervin stated in his autobiography that he suffered from earth's 
worst affliction. a Scoteh—Irish Presbyterian conscience, which commanded 
him to act т accordance with his convictions. 

“Hisstrong convictions regarding the separation of church and state, and 
what he saw as the clear language of the Constitution, are known to us all. 

"And I do not feel Senator Ervin would disagree if I were to amend his 
quote to say: А Scotch—Irish. Presbyterian and Masonic conscience. 

"His personal views—and his numerous accomplishments in life—are : 
reflection of his devotion to the basic precepts of the Craft of Masonry. 

"With the first copy of this new book being presented today, we will all 
become more aware of how the convictions of Sam Ervin—Senator. Judge. 
Legislator, and Lawyer—were shaped by Sam Ervin, Mason. 

"It would be hard to separate the two. And that is what makes the title of 
this book so appropriate: The Man and The Mason. 

"He was raised in Catawba Valley Lodge No. 217; twice served as Grand 
Orator; was an Inspector General Honorary of the Thirty-Third Degree. 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry for the Southern 
Jurisdiction; recipient of the Grand Cross of the Court of Honour by the 
Supreme Council: and a member of York Rite Bodies; TheShrine, and the Red 
Cross of Constantine. 

"Sam Ervin truly followed the practice of Masonry. In my view. any 
attempt to define Masonry would fall far short of the true meaning. Whatever 
the terms used. the Craft is theoutstanding example of man's constant search 
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for an understanding of the most important intangibles: Brotherly love, truth. 
honor, faith, charity, and tolerance. 


“The true practice of Masonry is the never-ending pursuit of a better 
understanding of the true spiritual values of life, including above all, asearch 
for truth. 


“Senator Ervin’s life—his views and accomplishments—could easily 
define Masonry. 


“And it is my sincere hope that this new book will contribute to a further 
awareness among the brethren of Masonry—and an understanding by all 
citizens—of what it means to practice Masonry to its fullest. 


“For іп so doing, Masons will set a continuing example—an example set by 
Senator Ervin—for members of our society to strive to become better people 
and better citizens.” 


M.'.W.-.Brother Brewer then introduced Brother James С. 
Martin, Governor of North Carolina, who made the following 
remarks and presented the first book, "Sam J. Ervin, Jr., The 
Man and The Mason" to Sam J. Ervin, III: 


"Most Worshipfu! Grand Master Hyatt, members of the Ervin family, 
distinguished guests, and my Masonic Brethren all, I have just returned from 
a mission to Washington, D.C., and I bring to you the personal regret of 
Senator Jesse Helms that the special concerns facing the Senate today require 
his attendance there, and prevent his intended participation in honoring his 
late, great colleague and Masonic Brother. 


"Of North Carolina's great leaders of the 20th century, Senator Sam J. 
Ervin, Jr., will be remembered by history as one of the most prolific. Here was 
a country lawyer who seemed destined from birth to shape some of the great 
events in American life. 


“One of my greatest pleasures and rewards of having served in the 
Congress was the experience of knowing and sharing, if only momentarily in 
terms of his long and distinguished lifetime, his warm friendship, wise 
counsel, and deep love of country and fellowman. 


“As with so few of my colleagues in Washington, he loomed larger than life 
itself—an inspiration to all. 


“As an authority on the United States Constitution, he was without peer, 
and his interpretations of our Founding Fathers’ intent have contributed 
immensely to the preservation of the very principles upon which our nation 
has been built. 


“During his lifetime, he served as soldier, jurist, Supreme Court Justice, 
and United States Senator. Each experience helped to make him an able, 
perceptive man whose ability to grasp the national implications of small 
events, may well have been unsurpassed by any of his predecessors. 

"He combined charm, wit and humor with candor, decisiveness, and the 
independence of an individual who was ‘his own man’. 


“His mission in life was to find a hurt and heal it, to find someone with a 
problem and help them solve it, to find somebody who's trapped and help them 
discover liberty and freedom, and to find someone who is defeated and lift him 
up again and give him new hope and a new dream. 


“He believed in success and chose to succeed. And in succeeding, he helped 
others along the way. For it was impossible to succeed without being aservant 
to someone. 


"We remember 'Senator Sam' as a man who was deeply devoted to the 
spirit and character of the Order of Freemasons, perhaps because he 


represented the same values. To him, the greatest success in life was his next 
effort. 


"His dream of leaving a lasting legacy to the North Carolina Masonic

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY

In the third degree, a prayer is said at the grave. (It was prayed once over 
you, remember?) The words are those of the suffering Job: “There is hope of a 
tree if it be cut down that it will sprout again, and that the tender branch 
thereof will not cease. But man dieth and wasteth away, yea, man giveth up the 
ghost, and where is he?” 


This is an unanswered question in the Old Testament. Only pale glimmers 
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of light filter through. How can this question, so profound, so awesome, so 
pathetic, be answered? We crave a reply. Where are the departed? Where are 
the craftsmen who have laid down their working tools? Can these longings, 
these hopes, these fears be addressed? 


Between the Old Testament and the New stand the fourteen Books called 
The Apocrypha. In the Book of Wisdom is an answer. There it is written: “The 
souls of the righteous are in the hands of God аге no torment shall touch them. 
They are at peace." Our departed friends are in the hands of their Creator— 
one who does all things well, “who is glorious in holiness, fearful in praises, 
doing wonders." What better repository for all soulsthan the creative, capable, 
loving embrace of God. They rest in peace, safe and secure, supported by the 
everlasting arms. Who could ask for anything more? What wonders God is 
И down deep in the earth from which He has promised to raise us up at the 
ast day. 


We cherish, today, their memory and commend their spirits to their God. 
We salute them. We say to them—“Hail, Hail and Farewell.”

State Master Counciler, Scott Knowles; DeMolay Advisor, Brother 
John Verdery; Distinguished Guests; the Grand Master's Class of candidates 
and all DeMolays: My best wish for each of you is a happy. healthy New Year, 
1986. 


I bring you greetings from the Grand Lodge of North Carolina and the 
almost 73,000 Masons of this great state. 


"The youth of a nation are the trustees of posterity." As youth you may 
perceive that Disraeli places a great burden of responsibility on you by this 
statement. To me this quotation is an optimistic reminder that our nation's 
future is in good hands. I am well aware that you, as the youth of this nation, 
are constantly reminded that you, who are shortly to become the leaders. are 
about to inherit a terrible mess. You have survived, and are surviving, one of 
the most dangerous periods in history for the young people of our nation and 
the world. Never before has youth been given so much freedom and so little 
discipline. Never before have young people been literally inundated with fad 
and fantasy. whims and whinsey as in this electronic, scientific age. It is a sad 
commentary that in this age of freedom and enlightenment, many ofour youth 
will fall victim to the frailties of human nature and the lack of self-discipline. 


Recently. I was on a business trip to Atlantic City, New Jersey. Atlantic 
City is a study in contrasts, ranging from the very rich to the very poor. From 
natural beauty to man-made squalor and ugliness. The Boardwalk. with the 
beautiful beaches of the Atlantic Ocean on one side and the glittering hotel 
casinoson theother. and just one block to the west, beyond Pacific Avenue. you 
find ghettos and poverty. One evening while there. I was dining with a group of 
friends and business associates. the conversation took a serious note. Two of 
our number while in agreement that they had things pretty good, in fact 
extremely good, were very pessimistic about the future. One person stated and 
I quote: “It is ashame that our children are the first generation of Americans 
who will not be able to exceed or improve on their parents standard of living.” 
This statement got my attention! I am convinced that you. the vouth of this 
nation are on the very threshold of the greatest period in the history of 
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America and the world. It is true that you face many problems, but I am 
convinced that you, like those who have preceded you, will be equal to the task. 
You are better prepared, you have the advantage. as every generation does, of 
building on the foundations of knowledge and achievement of all that has been 
accomplished throughout history. You are stronger, physieally and 
intellectually, than those who have preceded you. 


DeMolay has for more than sixty years helped young men in their 
preparation to meet the challenges of the future. Senior DeMolays are active in 
all fields of business and the professions. DeMolay teachings provide for the 
young man with the stamina and courage to meet and evaluate the trends of 
our ever-changing times.

It was my privilege to present a 
paper entitled "Freemasonry in North Carolina" The 
following is an excerpt from that paper: 


During this Masonic year 1985-86, we have initiated a new program to 
strengthen Masonry in North Carolina. It is entitled B.L.M.P.A.S. Asa word 
B.L.M.P.A.S. probably cannot be pronounced but as the initials of six words it 
means, Blue Lodge Masonry Pure and Simple. For the past nine years of my 
Grand Lodge association, at every meeting, State, Regional and National, I 
have heard the common cry. How can we stop the loss in membership? Some of 
our well meaning Brethren with their computers have projected our demise 
by the year 2000. Well don't you believe it! If you fed into a computer all the 
available proof of man's immortal soul, the print out from this marvelous 
machine would deny that man has any hope of immortality! But don't you 
believe that either! 


I will give you something you can believe. According to the World Book 
Encyclopedia (1962 Edition) which incidentaly gives a very good and 
favorable impression inits description of Mansonry: "There are more than one 
hundred different organizations which claim a relationship with 
Freemasonry but do not form a part of its basic structure." According to 
information available from the Masonic Service Association there are more 
than two hundred organizations claiming this same relationship. 


Freemasonry is the source from which these almost numberless 
appendant organizations depend for their very existance. 


Not only does Masonry survive under the burden of her own internal 
dependant bodies; she must also survivethe attacks of Popes and Kings of past 
history, and also the religious and political zealots of today, whose basis and 
philosophy is so shallow that they apparently feel the need to oppose something 
of great stature—as if inso doing they themselves might be considered worthy. 
When any foe strikes out against our great Fraternity they aim at Symbolic 
Masonry, not at the Shrine, the Scottish or York Rites or any of our appendant 
organizations. The enemies of Masonry seem to know exactly where the 
cornerstone of our Fraternity is. My Brethren, do we? 


B.L.M.P.A.S., Blue Lodge Masonry Pure And Simple. We must re-kindle 
our own fires which have been too long neglected in our search for titles, 
prestige and fun. We must reject the quick fixes which some of our numbers 
advocate. Symbolic Masonry is timeless and the changes made, must of 
necessity, be as slow and deliberate as those of nature, as the changes in the 
mountains and the seashore. Masonry is centuries older than any organization 
you can name which advertises, solicits, invites or offers a quick and easy path 
to her membership. Masonry is unique. There is nothing else like it in all the 
world. Her secrets are secrets only because they are indescribable. Her 
challenge is equal to the loftiest intellect and satisfying to every initiate who is 
willing to think—whether carved in stone with mallet and chisel by an ancient 
brother, or printed on the voluminous folded pages of a modern day computer 
printout. 


Numbers alone do not indicate our strength!

OFFICIAL OPINION NO. 1 


In your letter of May 20, 1985, you request an Official 
Opinion as to whether or not Temple Lodge No. 676, А. F. and 
A. M., with a proper dispensation from the Grand Master of 
Masons in North Carolina, may allow individual members of а 
lodge in South Carolina to confer a degree on your 
candidate(s). 


I have carefully read Regulations 29-01, 29-01(1) and 79-20. 
Regulation 29-01(1) is very specific in allowing a brother, or 
brethren from another Grand Jurisdiction to confer the ritual 
of the symbolic degrees of that Grand Jurisdiction in a lodge т 
North Carolina, but NOT a lodge as a lodge, subject, however, 
to strict control by the Grand Master, to the end that our 
authorized work shall not be affected by such action. 


We DO NOT control the ritual of any Grand Jurisdiction 
except in North Carolina, nor does any other Grand 
Jurisdiction have any control over our ritual. Having this 
control, it is the prerogative and duty of this Grand Lodge to 
preserve the ritual as it is used in North Carolina. Regulations 
29-02 and 16-06(6) are specific in that no ritual, other than the 
ritual approved by the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, be 
introduced, communicated, practiced or taught within this 
Grand Jurisdiction. 

It is, therefore, my Official Opinion that Temple Lodge No. 
676 may allow brethren from another Grand Jurisdiction to 
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perform work in their lodge [subject to a special Dispensation 
granted by the Grand Master for each such communication as 
provided in Regulation 29-01(1)] using the ritual from that 
Grand Jurisdiction on their own candidate. 


Courtesy work between Grand Jurisdictions is completely 
and totally valid and is covered under regulations entirely 
separate and distinct from the regulations referred to in this 
Official Opinion.

ORDER NO. 1 


At the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge held on 
April 16-17, 1985, the following recommendation of the 
Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence was adopted: 

“We recommend that the Grand Lodge order the Secretary of Masters 
Lodge No. 754. A. F. & A. M.. under the direct supervision of the Grand 
Secretary, toobliterate the names contained in the minutes of the lodge held on 
October 18, 1984 from the paragraph which begins with the words ‘After a 
discussion’ through the words ‘and approved by the lodge’.” 

On Мау 1, 1985, R.-.W.:.Brother Robert P. Dudley, Grand 
Secretary, wrote your lodge informing you of this action by the 
Grand Lodge and stated in that letter the following: 

“In compliance with this adopted recommendation. the minute book of 
yourlodge should be brought to the Grand Lodge office at the earliest 
convenience to yourself and те, so that the adopted recommendation can be 
complied with.” 

A week or so after May 1, 1985, a member of your lodge 
brought the minutes of the stated communication of October 
18, 1984, to the Grand Lodge office with two paragraphs of 
those minutes completely obliterated. On the day the minutes 
were brought to the Grand Lodge office, neither the Grand 
Secretary nor the Assistant to the Grand Secretary were in the 
office. 


Your act of completely obliterating two entire paragraphs 
and not just names from the minutes of your October 18, 1984 
stated communication, did not comply with the Order of the 
Grand Lodge. This act could be considered outright defiance of 
the Grand Lodge. 


I, therefore. SEVERELY REPRIMAND you for not 
having followed the Order of the Grand Lodge. 

After having talked with the Chairman and Secretary of 
the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence, I am fully 
convinced that the committee's intention was to eliminate 
ONLY the names contained in those paragraphs and not the 
entire paragraphs themselves. 


I therefore. ORDER that you take the entire minute book of 
Masters Lodge No. 754. А.Е. & А. М. tothe Grand Secretary’s 
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office at a time convenient to yourself and the Grand 
Secretary, but no later than December 13, 1985. 


Under the direct supervision of the Grand Secretary, the 
minutes of October 18, 1984, shall be reconstructed exactly as 
they existed before you obliterated the two paragraphs, and 
ч names shall then be obliterated as ordered by the Grand 
Lodge. 


When this Order has been complied with, you shall so notify 
me, enclosing a copy of the reconstructed and corrected 
minutes. 


This Order shall be read at the next stated communication 
of your lodge following its receipt and shall be made a part of 
the minutes of said stated communication. 


Given under my hand and seal this 19th day of November, 
1985, at Candler, North Carolina. 


ORDER NO. 2 


It has been brought to my attention that Junaluskee Lodge 
No. 145 elected Brother Frederick Carl Probeck, Jr. to 
membership without complying with the following provisions 
of Regulations 76-01 and 83-22 of THE CODE: 


1. The application for Affiliation of Brother Probeck was read at а stated 
communication on April 16, 1985, and the ballot to elect him was taken at a 
stated communication on May 7, 1985, without holding the said application 
over for the required twenty-eight (28) days. 


2. The Application for Affiliation was not sent to the Grand Secretary for 
checking and recording and received by you duly certified by him before the 
ballot was taken to elect Brother Probeck. 


The ballot taken on May 7, 1985 to elect Brother Frederick 
Carl Probeck, Jr. is clearly illegal under the positive language 
of Regulation 76-01 of THE CODE and is, therefore, NULL 
and VOID, and your lodge must start all over again in the 
matter. 

This Order shall be read to the lodge at the next stated 
communication after its receipt, entered on the minutes of that 
communication, and a proper notation made on the margin of 
the minutes for May 7, 1985, referring to this Order and the 
date it was recorded in the minutes. 

Given under my hand and seal this 24th day of June, 1985, 
at Candler, N. C. 

ORDER NO. 3 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary 
that Brother Michael Calvin Fowler, who has applied for 
affiliation with Harmony Lodge No. 299 from Pioneer Lodge 
No. 685, was elected to membership in you lodge on June 10, 
1985, without the application having been duly certified by the 
office of the Grand Secretary, and without the applicant 
securing the names of two recommenders of the lodge. 
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It is my opinion that the ballot having been taken before the 
application was certified by the Grand Secretary, it is illegal 
and void under the clear and positive language of Regulations 
76-01; 76-01(01); 83-10 and 83-15. 

Since the Grand Master is authorized to order another 
ballot, I hereby order Harmony Lodge No. 299 to ballot again 
on the Application for Affiliation of Brother Michael Calvin 
Fowler at its stated communication on July 8, 1985, provided 
Brother Fowler secures the names of two recommenders of the 
lodge. 

The records in the office of the Grand Secretary and of your 
lodge shall be made to conform to this order and the result of 
the reballot. 


If the applicant is rejected, his membership shall be the 
same as it was before your lodge took any action thereon.

ORDER NO. 4 


I have examined the file in the matter of Mr. Glenn Wayne 
Jarrell who was elected to receive the degrees in Masonry in 
Bush Hill Lodge No. 732 before a Waiver of Jurisdiction was 
secured from Numa F. Reid Lodge No. 344, and before the 
petition was certified by the Grand Secretary. 

The ballot taken to elect Mr. J arrell on August 13, 1985, is 
clearly illegal and void under the clear and positive language 
of Regulations 74-01 and 76-13 of THE CODE. 

Since a Waiver of Jurisdiction was granted over Mr. Jarrell 
by Numa Е. Reid Lodge No: 344 on October 14, 1985, it is 
ordered that the Grand Secretary make the necessary record 
of the subject petition and place thereon his Certificate, witha 
notation to explain the delay in making it. Upon receipt of the 
properly certified petition, it shall be read at the next stated 
communication of the lodge, held over the required twenty- 
eight (28) days, and a ballot shall then be taken in the same 
manner as if no previous ballot had been taken. 

The records in the office of the Grand Secretary and of your 
lodge shall be made to conform to this order and the result of 
the reballot.

1. The Applications for Affiliation of Brothers Carter and Bailey were 
read at a stated communication on December 3, 1985, and were properly 
forwarded to the Grand Secretary’s office; however, their signed requests for 
demits from their respective lodges and their 1986 dues cards from said lodges 
were not attached. The Grand Secretary then wrote you stating he was holding

This Order shall be read to the lodge at the next stated 
communication, entered on the minutes of that communiation 
and a proper notation made on the margin of the minutes for 
December 3, 1985, referring to this Order and the date it was 
recorded in the minutes.

1986. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend that we continue to support, with our usual 
appropriations, Oxford Orphanage, The Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home, The Order of DeMolay, The Order of the Rainbow 
for Girls, The Masonic Service Association, The George 
Washington Masonic National Memorial Association, 
Conferenceof the Grand Masters of Masons of North America, 
Conference of Grand Secretaries of Masons of North America 
and the Southeastern Masonic Conference. 


During my years in the Grand Lodge, I have observed that 
the most progressive Lodges were also the most financially 
solvent. I am convinced that we place too little value on our 
Lodge Membership. It is an American tradition to value an 
item or a service according to its price. I believe we can 
accomplish two basic things. First, adequate funds for the 
maintenance and operation of our Lodges and second, to place 
a greater value on what we know to be invaluable. I therefore 
recommend that the minimum Initiation Fee be $150.00 and 
minimum dues be $35.00 for all Subordinate Lodges in this 
Grand Jurisdiction.

I hereby acknowledge and express my sincere gratitude to 
you the Masons of North Carolina from the majestic mountains 
in the West, to the magnificent seashore in the East, for your 
confidence in electing and allowing me to serve you as your 
Grand Master in 1985-86.

MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS FOR A DISTRICT 


: OR 

AREA SCHOOL OF INSTRUCTION

of Instruction called by the District Deputy Grand Lecturer. 
Minimum of at least three (3) officers and two (2) members must attend the full 
five (5) hours of instruction.

REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLICATION 
OF THE NORTH CAROLINA MASON 
(Docket No. 33) 


The report of the Board of Publication of the North 
Carolina Mason was submitted by W.-.Brother Н. Lloyd 
Wilkerson, entered on the record and adopted: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Publication of The North Carolina Mason has met frequent- 
ly during this year to study the questionnaire designed to evaluate the will of 
our membership. We have evaluated the responses to the questionnaires, and 
have identified and contacted potential part-time editors, all with a view to 
determine the best recommendations to make to the Grand Lodge, and to 
improve the publication, if it is to continue. 


In evaluating the responses to the questionnaire, 250 lodges (63.4%) desire 
the North Carolina Mason to be published. Only 9 lodges (2.3%) desire 
publication to stop. It is significant that 239 lodges (60.66%) desire that twelve 
(12) issues be published each year, while 11 (2.7%) are content with 4 issues per 
year. 


Brethren, the Board is convinced that the North Carolina Mason is a most

valualbe instrument of communication with the Masons of North Carolina, 
particularly those who do not often attend lodge but continue to pay their dues 
over the years. These brethren constitute a large portion of the membership of 
Blue Lodges.therefore. this publication provides for them the only informa- 
tion about the Masonic doings in North Carolina. It has long been the opinion of 
this Board that the North Carolina Mason should be improved in quality and 
published twelve times each year; that to cease publication is to accelerate the 
membership loss rate. 

Sixty-three percent (250 Lodges) of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
wish to continue publication, and sixty percent (239 Lodges) wish it to be 
published 12 times each year. 


Therefore, the Board of Publication, after having reported to and 
consulted with the Board of General Purposes in regard to the number of 
issues of the North Carolina Mason that should be published annually and, 
both Boards being in agreement, the Board of Publication recommends that 
the North Carolina Mason be published on a monthly basis (12 issued per year) 
beginning in January, 1988, provided funds are available.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina:

The present Care Center has 70 beds and has been operating at its 
capacity for many years. Our Home is caring for 190 of our Brothers and 
Sisters which numbers consist of: 

97 Residents in our Home 
70 in our Skill Care Nursing 
23 in our Independent Apartments 

The demand for care in cur Home is greater than ever before. There are 65 
persons on our waiting list at this time. This is the largest number ever on our 
waiting list at the Home. 

For one making application to the Home it could be two years before they 
could be accepted. 

The N. C. population of persons 65 years and over, will explain the need for 
additional care at our Home. North Carolina Census figures are: 

1974 - 498,000 65 and over 
1984 - 685,000 65 and over 
2000 - 938,000 65 and over estimated 

(doubling in 25 years is estimated) 

There is greater need for nursing care than resident care. The elderly can 
now support themselves financially later in life because of Social Security. 
This brings people to the Home with greater needs and a shorter time until 
skill-care nursing is required.

He advanced through the Grand Lodge Line, 
serving on several Grand Lodge Boards and Committees, where he displayed 
his ability to perform his duties efficiently, with responsibility and sincerity. 
These qualifications proved his ability and worthiness to assume the duties of 
the most responsible Masonic office to which his brethren could call upon him 
to serve, that being the office of Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. 


On April 17, 1985 at the One Hundred Ninety-Eighth Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, Most Worshipful 
Norburn Creighton Hyatt was elected and installed as Grand Master-an honor 
justly and richly deserved. 


One year ago Brother Hyatt commented in his acceptance remarks, "My 
promise to you and the 73,000 Masons in the Grand Jurisdiction of North 
Carolina is that I will work and strive to live by the promises which I have 
made at the Altar of Freemasonry and will expect and require that all Masons, 
especially those in positions of leadership, to do the same." He also challenged 
every Mason to do whatever his appointed task may be with enthusiasm and 
integrity. He said, "So, my Brethren let's have fun, let's work with diligence 
that plot of ground which has been given us to till." 


During the Masonic year 1985-86, Grand Master Hyatt initiated а new 
program tostrengthen Masonry in North Carolina. It is entitled B.L.M.P.A.S. 
As a word, B.L.M.P.A.S. probably cannot be pronounced, but as the initials of 
six words it means, Blue Lodge Masonry Pure and Simple. He challenged, 
"We must re-kindle our own fires which have been too long neglected in our 
search for titles, prestige and fun. We must reject the quick fixes which some 
ofour numbers advocate. Symbolic Masonry is timeless and the changes made 
must be of necessity be as slow and deliberate as those of nature, as the changes 
іп the mountains and the seashore. Masonry's . . . challenges are equal to the 
loftiest intellect and satisfying to every initiate who is willing to think.” Such 
was the philosophy of our Grand Master and in every official action required 
by him, he held himself and those around him to this standard. The Masons of 
North Carolina have many reasons to be proud of the achievements of this 
year; to be proud of the capable leadership our Grand Master has given; to be 
— of the commendable direction he has given to the progress of Masonry їп 
our State. 


We therefore congratulate him as we unite our voices in hearty 
approbation. As we look back upon his activities of the past year, and the 
progress that Masonry has made during his year as Grand Master; and as we 
have listened to the voices of approval coming from Master Masons throughout 
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the State, we can all utter a heartfelt “So Mote It Be” to the words of the 
Supreme Grand Master as we unanimously and approvingly say, “Well Done 
Good and Faithful Servant.” 


Most Worshipful Brother Hyatt, may you always look back upon this year 
of service with great pleasure.

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and accounts, old 
as well as new, shall be carefully preserved 
under lock and key by the Secretary as safely as 
possible from the hazards of fire, water, loss, or 
mutilation. 


(3) Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be pre- 
served by lodges in suitable bookcases and under 
charge of the lodge Secretary who shall be 
responsible for their proper keeping. They may 
be loaned to members who shall return them to 
the lodge at or before the next succeeding stated 
communication. 

Reg. 95-04 Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction shall 
keep copies of the laws of the Grand Lodge for the 
inspection of its members. It is the duty of the 
Master to enforce strictly such laws in the lodge 
over which he presides. The published Proceed- 
ings of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on file 
and shall be conclusive evidence of all matters 

reported therein as the action of the Grand 

Lodge, and except as otherwise provided, shall 

be evidence of other matters contained there.
